The argument of those 


who favor thu sleeping car bill H, that 
with lower prices the company would 
make just as much money a:i they do 
at present, on account of the increased 
amount of business done. 
So, too, the 


opposition of the liquor-seller to the 
legislation we have proposed could be 
silenced by showing him that while he 
would sell a good many less drinks at a 
dollar apiece than he now does at ten 
cents each, his profits would bo increased 
nearly twenty-fold. As the tendency 
of our Solons seems to bo towards "reg- 
ulating" every sort of business done in 
the state we throw out this suggestion 
for them to "rassle" with a wbilo.

THE INAUGURATION. 


A Magnificent Display. 


Fnll Text of President Garlleld's In- 


angnral Address. 


From Saturday's Daily. 


The 
inauguration 
ceremonies 
at 


Washington yesterday passed off with 
the usual edat, and with more than the 
usual pomp. The weather was exceed- 
ingly disagreeable, the streets being a 
sea of slush and mud, but in spite of 
every drawback the people turned out 
by thousands, and 
lined the street* 


along which the procession passed. The 
senate chamber w»9 the scene of a par- 
ticularly brilliant assemblage, including 
the diplomatic 
corps," distinguished 


array officers and well-known civilians. 
Mrs. Hayes and her daughter, and 
President Garfield's mother1, wife and 
daughter occupied seats in the gallery, 
and were the observed of all observers. 
The ceremonies attending the inaugu- 
ration of the vice-president and the 
sweawng-in of the new senators having 
been concluded, the 
senate and the 


privileged individuals—including 
the 


cabinet, congressmen, etc—repaired to 
the east portico of the capitol, where 
the inauguration of the president took 
place. 
The following is the full text 


of the inaugural address: 


RETROSPECTIVE. 


FELLOW CITIZENS : We stand to day 


upon an eminence which overlooks a 
hundred years ot national life—a cen- 
tury crowded with perils, but crowded 
wub the triumphs of liberty auc love. 
Before continuing our onward march, 
let us pause on this height for a mo- 
ment, to strengthen onr faith and renew 
our hope by a glance at the pathway 
aloog which our people have traveled. 
It is now three days more than 100 
years since the adoption of the first 
written 
constitution of the 
United 


States, the articles of confedera'ion and 
of perpetual union. The new republic 
was then beset, with danger on every 
hand. 
It had not conquered a place in 


the family of nations. 
The decisive 


battle of 
the war for independence, 


whose centennial anniversary will soon 
be gratefully celebrated at Yorktown, 
had not yet been fought. The colonists 
were struggling not only against the 
armies of -Great Britain, but against 
the settled opinions of mankind, for the 
world did not believe that the supreme 
authority of government could be safely 
entrusted to the guardianship of the 
people themselves. 
We cannot over- 


:stimate the fervent love of liberty, the 
ntelligent courage and saving common 
sense with which our fathers made the 
great experiment of self government. 
When they found after a short time 
that the confederacy of states was too 
weak to meet the necessities of a vigor- 
ous and expanding republic, they boldly 
set it aside, and in its stead established 
a national union, founded directly upon 
the will of the people, and endowed it 
with future powers of Bell-preservation 
and with ample authority for the ac- 
complishment of its great objects. Un- 
der this constitution the boundaries ot 
freedom have been enlarged, the foun- 
dations cf order and peace have been 
strengthened, and the growth in alt the 
better elements of national life has vin- 
dicated the wisdom of the founders and 
given new hope to their descendants. 
Under this constitution, our people long 
ago made themselves safe against dan- 
gers from without, and secured for 
their mariners and Sag an equality of 
rights on all the seas. 
Under this con- 


stitution twenty-five states have been 
added to the union, with constitutions 
and laws framed and enforced by their 
own citizens, to secure the manifold 
blessings of local and self-government. 
The jurisdiction of this constitution now 
covers an area fifty times gieater than 
that of the original thirteen states, and 
a population twenty times greater than 
that of 1780. 
The supreme trial of 


the constitution came at last under the 
treuientluut, pressure of civil war. 
We 


ourselves are witnesses that the union 
emerged from the blood and fire of that 
conflict, purified and made stronger for 
all the beneficent purposes of good gov- 
ernment, and now, at the close of this 
first century of growth, with inspirations 
of its history in their hearts, our people 
have lately reviewed the condition of 
the nation, passed judgment upon the 
conduct and opinions of the political 
parties,and have registered thuir will con- 
cerning the future administration of the 
government. 
To interpret and execute 


that will, in accordance with the con- 
stitution, is the paramount duty of the 
executive. 


THE PDTURE. 


Eve» from this review, it is manifest 


that the nation is resolutely facing to 
the front, resolved to employ its best 
energies in developing the great possi- 
bilities of the future. 
Sacredly pre- 


serving whatever has been gained to 
liberty and good government during the 
century, our people are determined to 
leave behind them all those bitter con- 
troversies concerning things which have 
been irrevocably settled, and the fur- 
ther discussion of which can oaly stir 
up strife and delay the onward march. 
The supremacy of the nation and Us 
laws should be no longer a subject of 
debate. That discussion, which for 
half a century threatened the existence 
of the union,'was closed at last in ihe 


high court of war, by a decree, from 
which there is no appeal, that the con- 
stitution and laws made in pursuance 
thereof shall continue to be the supreme 
law of tbe land, binding alike upon tbe 
states and upon the people. 
This de- 


cree does not disturb the autonomy of 
the states nor interfere with any of 
their necessary rales of local self gov- 
ernment, but'it does fix and establish 
the permanent supremacy of the union 
The will ot the nation speaking with 


1 the voice of battle, and through th 


amended constitution, has fulfilled th 
great promise of 1776. by proclaiming 
"Liberty throughout the land to all the 
inhabitants thereof." 


EMANCIPATION. 


The elevation of th; negro race from 


slavery to the full rights of citizenship 
is the most important political change 
we have known since the adoption o! 
tbe constitution in 1787. No thought- 
ful man can fail to appreciate its be 
neficent effect upon our institutions and 
people. 
It has freed us from the per- 


petual danger of war and dissolution. It 
has added immensely to the moral and 
industrial forces of cur people. 
It ha 


liberated the master as well as the 
slave from the relation which wronged 
and enfeebled both. It has surrendered 
to their own guardianship the manhood 
of more than five million people, and 
has opened to each ol them a career of 
freedom and usefulness; it has given 
new inspiration to the power of self-help 
in both races, by making labor more 
honorable to one and more necessary to 
the other. The influence of this force 
will grow greater and bear richer fruit 
with coming years. No doubt the great 
change has caused serious disturbance 
to oui southern community. This is to 
be deplored, though it was unavoidable; 
but 
(hose who resisted tbe change 


should remember that under our insti- 
tutions there was no middle ground for 
tbe negro race between slavery and 
equal citizenship. 
There can be no 


permanent disfranchised peasantry in 
the United States. 
Freedom can never 


yield its fullness of blessings as long as 
the law or its administration places the 
smallest obstacle in the pathway ol any 
virtuous citizen. The emancipated race 
has already made remarkable progress. 
With unquestioning devotion to the 
union, with a patience and gentleness 
not born of fear, they have "tallowed 
the light as God gave them to see the 
light." 
They are rapidly laying the 


material foundations of self-support, 
widening the circles of intelligence, and 
beginning to enjoy the blessings that 
gather around tbe homes of the indus 
trious poor. 
They deserve the gener 


ous encouragement of til good men. So 
far as my authority can lawfully ex- 
tend, they shall enjoy tbe full and equal 
protection of the constitution and lawa. 


EQUAL SUFFRAGE. 


The free enjoyment of equal suf- 


frage is still in question, and a frank 
statement of (he issue may aid its solu- 
tion. 
It is alleged in many communi- 


ties that the negro citizens are practi- 
cally denied the freedom of tbe ballot. 
In so far as the truth of this allegation 
is admitted, it is answered that in many 
places honest local government is im- 
possible if the mass of uneducated ne- 
groes are allowed to vote. These are 
grave allegations. 
So far as the latter 


is true it is the only palliation that can 
be offered for opposing the freedom of 
the ballot. 
A bad local government is 


certainly a groat evil, which ought to 
be prevented, but to violate the freedom 
and sanctity of suffrage is more than 
an evil , it is a crime which, if persist- 
ed in, will destroy the Government it- 
self. 
Suicide is not a remedy. 
If in 


other lands it be high treason to com 
pass the death of a King, it should be 
counted no less a crime here to strangle 
our sovereign power and stifle its voice. 
It has been said that "unsettled ques- 
tions have no pity for the repose of na- 
tions ," it should be said with the ut- 
most emphasis that this question of 
suffrage will never give repose or salety 
to the ;?• ites or to the nation until 
each wiuuii its own jurisdiction makes 
and kft'p* ihe ballot free and pure by 
the strong sanctions of the law. 


ILLITERACY;. 


But the danger which arises from 


ignorance in the voter cannot be de- 
nied. 
It coders a field far wider than 


that ot negro suffrage and the present 
condition of that race. 
It is a danger 


that lurks and hides in the courses and 
fountains of power in every State. We 
have no standard by which to measure 
the disaster that may be brought upon 
us by .ignorance and vice in citizens 
when joined to corruption and fraud in 
suffrage. -The voters ol the Union who 
make and unmake constitutions, and 
upon whose will bangs the destiny of our 
government, can transmit their supreme 
authority to no successor save the com- 
ing generation of voters, who are sole 
heirs of our sovereign power. 
If that 


generation comes to us inheritance, 
blinded by ignorance and corrupted by 
vice, the fall of ihe Republic will be 
certain and remediless. 
The census 


has already sounded tbe alarm in appa'l- 
ing figures which mark how dangerous- 
ly high the tide of illiteracy has risen 
among oar voters and their children. 
To the Sooth tbe question is of supreme 
importance, but the responsibility lor 
the existence of slavery did not rest 
upon the South alone. 
The nation it- 


self is responsible for the extension of 
suffrage, and is under special obliga- 
tions to aid in removing the illiteracy 
which it has added to the voting pops 
latioo for tbe North and Sooth alike. 
There is bat one remedy. AD tbe con- 
stitutional power ol tbe nation and of 
the States, and all the volunteer forces 
of the people should be summoned to 


meet this danger by the saving influ- 
ence of universal education. 


EDUCATION. • 


It is a high privilege and sacred duty 


of those now living lo educate their 
successors, and fit them by intelligence 
and virtue for the inheritance which 
awaits them in this beneficent work. 
Sections and races should be forgotten, 
and partisanship should be unknown. 
Let our people find a new meaning in 
(lie Divine oracle whioh declares that 
•:a little child shall lead them." 
For 


our little children will goon control the 
destinies of the Republic. 


RECONCILIATION. 


My coiioi.rvmcn, we do not now dif- 


fer in our judgment concerning ihe

surely bless their fathers and their ftth-

served : that slavery was overthrown, 
and that both races were made equal 
before the law. 
We may hasten or we 


may retard, but we cannot prevent tbe 
final reconciliation. Is it not possible 
for us now to make a truce with time

ample scope for the employment of our 
best powers. 
Let all our people, leav- 


ing behind them the battle fields of 
dead issues, move forward, and in the 
strength of liberty and a restored Union, 
win tbe grander victories of peace.

silver afford the only safe foundation 
for a monetary system.

the general use of both metals. Con- 
gress should provide that compulsory 
coinage of silver now required by Jaw 
may not disturb our monetary system 
by driving either mota! out of circula- 
tion. 
If possible, such adjustment 


should be made that tbe purchasing 
power of every coined dollar will be 
exactly equal to its debt-paying power 
in the markets of the world. 
The 


chief duty of the National Government 
in connection with the curreuny ot the 
country, is to coin and declare iis val je. 
Grave doubts 
have been entertained 


whether Congress is authorized by the 
constitution to make any fjrru of paper 
money legal tender. 
Tbe present issue 


of United States notes has been sustain- 
ed by the necessities of war, but" such 
paper shou'd depend for I's value and 
currency upon its convenience in use 
and its proper redemption in coin at the 
will of the holder, and not upon its 
compulsory circulation. 
These notes 


arc not money, but promises to pay 
monej. 
If 
holders demand it, the 


promise should be kept. 


REFUNDING.

all places within its jurisdiction, to en- 
force obedience to all the laws .of the 
Union, in the interest of the people; to 
demand a rigid economy in all tbe ex- 
penditures of tbe Government, and to 
require honest and faithful service of 
all tbe executive officers, remembering 
that offices were created not fnr tbe ben- 
efit of incumbents or their supporters, 
but for tbe benefit of Ihe Government.

committed to my hands. I appeal to 
you for that earnest and thoughtful sup- 
port which makes this Government in 
fact as it is in law—a Government of 
t e people.

JAMES 0. BLAIN'E, THE NEAV SECRETARY 


OF STATE. 


Blaine was born in Washington coun- 


ty, Pa., Jan. 31, 1830. He taught in 
tbe south for some time, and settled in 
Maine about the year 1S51. He en- 
gaged in journalism and was tbe editor 
of the Kennebec Journal from 1852 to 
1858, and of the Portland Daily Adver- 
tiser from 1858 to 1861. He became a 
member of the Maine legislature, serv- 
ing from 1857 to 1862. He was then 
elected a member of congress by the 
Republicans, a position which be bas 
since filled. He was speaker of the 
bouse several years. 


WM. WINDOM, THE NEW SECRETARY OF 


THE TREASURY. 


William Windom, tbe new secretary 


of the treasury, is another Ohio man, 
having been born in Belmont county, 
that state, May 10,1827, and is now 
nearly 54 years of age. 
He received an 


academic education, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1S50. 
Two years after- 


ward h« was elected prosecuting Jttor- 
ney of Knox county. In 1S53 he moved 
to Minnesota, and in 1S58 he was elect- 
ed a representative in congrebs. 
From 


that time to this be haa been a member 
of one or the other branches of the 
national legislature. In the XXXVlth 
congress he served on ihe committee of 
public lands, in tho XXXVIIth on tho 
committee on public expendiiures, and 
in the XXXV'IIItb he was chairman of 
the committee on Indian affairs and of 
the special committee which visited tho 
Indian tribes of the west in 1865. 
He 


was again at tho head of the committee 
on Indiana in the XXXIXth congrebs, 
and was chairman of the special com- 
mittee on tbe conduct of the commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs. 
Ho served on 


tbe committee on the death of Pesident 
Lincoln, and in 1866 was a delegate to 
the Philadelphia Loyalist's convention. 
Twelve years of continuous service in 
tbo bouae had brought him prominently 
before the eyes of the people of Minne- 
sota, and on the death of United States 
senator Norton, in 1870, Mr. Windom 
waa appointed his successor. 
He was 


subsequently elected for tbe term end- 
ing in 1877, and re-elected, serving as 
chairman of the committee on enrolled 
bills, transportation, and member of tbe 
committee on appropriations. He is 
regarded as pre eminently a practical 
man, and thoroughly conversant with 
tbe internal commerce of the country, 
ita transportatioR by lake, river, canal 
and rail, and the agricultural interests 
and resources of the country. 
At the 


last Republican national convention he 
waa prominently mentioned in connec- 
tion with the presidency, ind the dele 
gates from Minnesota were instructed 
for him. 


Personally, Mr. Windom is robust in 


health, prepossessing in appearance and 
genial and hospitable to a degree that 
makes him very popular. 


ROBERT T. EINCOLN, THE NEW SECRE- 


TARY OP WAR. 


Robert Todd Lincoln, the only sur- 


viving child of Abraham Lincoln, is 37 
years of age. 
He was born in 1843, at 


Springfield, III. He fitted for college 
at Phillipi Academy, Exeter, N. H. 
He entered Harvard college, graduating 
in the summer of 1864. The war wag 
still in progress, and young Lincoln en- 
tered the army, taking a place on the 
staff of Gen. Grant, with the rank of 
captain. He served in Virginia through 
tbe remainder of the war, and was pres- 
ent at the surrender of Appomatoz. He 
then entered tbe Harvard law school at 
Cambridge, and pursued tbe study ol 


law. 
Completing bis law studies, he 


came to Chicago, and shortly afterwards 
was admitted to the Illinois bar. In 
1872 
ho became the law partner of 


Edward-S. Isham, with whom he bas 
remained ever since. 
Politically 
he 


bas always been a staunch and rather 
rigid Republican. 
He lias taken but 


little part in politics, having no inclina- 
tion in that direction. 
. He was very active, however, and 
rather led the movement against the 
gang of politicians that some years ago 
had control of tbe South Town of Chi- 
cago, and is regarded as being largely 
instrumental in bringing about 
the 


successful result -of teat contest. - He 
took no active part in politics until last 
fall, when, as between men, |be favored 
Gen. Grant as the Republican candi- 
date for the Presidency. 
He was a 


member of the State Convention at 
Springfield, and was appointed a dele- 
gate to the National Convention, but 
gave up the place in favor of Stephen 
A. Douglas, Jr. 
He waa a Presiden- 


tial Elector on the State ticket in tbe 
last campaign. 


He was married in 1869 to a daugh- 


ter of Senator Harlan, and is the father 
of three children. 


Mr. Lincoln is regarded as a young 


man of great vigor, ability and execu- 
tive capacity; 
remarkable, like his 


father, for his sound common sense and 
good judgment, unaffected and modest 
to a fault, 'and indcfatigably industri- 
ous, laborious and energetic in all that 
be undertakes.

Samuel J. Kirkwood was born in 


Hartford county, Md.,- Deo. 20, 1813, 
and received an academical education 
in Washington City. 
He removed to 


Ohio in 1835, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1843. 


In 1855 he removed to Iowa, where 


he was elected to the State Senate tbe 
following year, H? was Governor of 
Iowa from 1860 to 1864, and in 1866 
was elected Senator in Congress. 
In 


1875 he was again elected Governor of 
Iowa, and in January, 1S77, was elect- 
ed to the United States Senate for the 
term expiring in 1833. 


THOMAS L. JAMES, THE NEW POSTMAS- 


TER GENERAL. 


Thomas L. Jamea was born at Utica, 


N. Y., in 1831. He entered the print- 
ing business at tbe age of 15, and 
afterward published the Madison Comi- 
ty Journal, 
In 1861 he waa appointed 


Inspector of Customs in New York. 
He 
remained in this position until 


1873, when he was made Surveyor of 
the ssrne port. 
Shortly after, he be- 


came Postmaster in New York City 
taking the place made vacant by tbe 
resignation of Gen. P. H. Jones.

General.

Thomas L. James, the new postmaster 


general, being a New York City man, is 
not very well known in the west. 
In 


search of information about him, Mel- 
ville D. Landon (Eli Perkins), now 
stopping at the Palmer House, wan ap- 
proached 


"Thomas L. Jame*," <*'d Mr. Landon, 
•'I have known ioi.imately for 24 years. 
When I say intimately, I mean we were 
boys together. When I went to college 
at Madison University, Hamilton, Mad- 
ison county. N. Y , Mr. James wae a 
printer in that town. He printed the 
first article I ever wrote tor the press. 
He was a fair-facet], jovial, rosy cheeked 
young man. 
Bia complexion was as 


fair as a lily, and it so still. His cheeks 
to-day have the soft pink of the peach. 
Anv young lady in Chicago would be 
proud if she bad a complexion as fair 
od peachy-as Mr James. Mr. James, 
I say, was and is tiow a practical print- 
er. 
He can set type aa fast and cor- 


rectly as the beat type-setter in the THE 
TBIBONE office. His newspaper was the 
Democratic-Republican, and George E. 
WnlJron was his partner." 


"How 
were Mr. JvmeV politics?" 


"He was always a stanch republican. 


He was as strong an anti alaveryite aa 
bis old fneod Garret Smith, who lived 
only eighteen mile1) frum bun. He was 
the /rieud of all the young "republicans 
lu tbe couuiy. He never wavrred in 
the republican faith. 
Hia pen was for 


free epeecli, free press, and free land al- 
ways. He was beloved by everybody in 
Hamilton, in fai-t, Tom James never 
had an enemy in bis life. 
I remember 


once lu a college oration I very foolish- 
ly attacked tlie democratic party, or 
rather Stephen A. Diuglaa 
Of course 


«ll tbe college,Douglasites hissed me. 
When Tjm James came to write about 
tbe iDcioVoi in tbe Republican tbe next 
week he everlastingly scored the demo 
crats in the audience wbo made the dis- 
turbance. I have that article now writ- 
ten by Mr. James 24 yeara ago." 


'•Where did llr. James go to from 


Hamilton?" 


"He sold out bia nenspapor and went 


to New York, where, through Conk- 
ling's influence, he became an inspector 
in tbe custom house uuder Thomas 
Murphy, and remained there during that 
gentleman's entire collectorship. While 
an inspector in tbe custom bouse, Mr. 
James aa a bard working local politician. 
With.such men as Arthur, John V. 
Gndley, Tom Murphy, Thurlow Weed, 
and Sheridan Shook, Mr. James kept up 
tbe feeble republican organization in 
New York." 


' Is James a Conkling man?" 
"Most emphatically be is. 
He was 


appointed postmaster of New York by 
Gen. 
Grant at Mr. Conkling'a request. 


(JookliDg has made James aod James 
has dona a good deal towards making 
Conkling. James and Murphy and Ar- 
thur, in tact, made Conkling Senator. 
The four men—James, Conkliog, Mur- 
phy and Arthur—came to Chicago to- 
gether to work for Grant. Is James a 
'306' man? Of course he is. He's a 
Grant man out-and-out. 
He wears a 
'306' badge under his coat collar." 


"How came President Hayes to retain 


Mr. James postmaster of New York after 
dismissing Arthur, Cornell and Platt?'' 


"Well, Mr. Jane* was such a good 


postmaster, and tbe business men in 
Now York liked him so well, that Pres- 
ident Hayes conld nut auk bis resigna- 
tion. 
Even George W. Curtis joined 


other New Yorkers in requesting Presi 
dent Hayes to retain Mr. James. 
Mr. 


James, I say, ia a fine executive officer. 
From utter chaos in the New York post- 
office he has brought out tbe moat per- 
fect order. To Mr. Jamee we owe, in 
reality, the first ideas of the fast mail 
service. The New York post office is so 
well run that even the London post of- 
fice has bad men there copying Mr. 
James' regulations. 
Not long ago," 


continued Mr. Landon, "I asked Mr 
Junes 'what he would do if be were 
made postmaster heneral?' 
He said, 'I 


would have an 8 o'clock delivery in ev- 
ery large city. Then I would increase 
mall carriers BO as to have an hourly de- 
livery throughout tbe day. 
I would 


also run fast mail trains out of big cities 
like New York, Philadelphia, Cnicago, 
Boston, Cincinnati, aud Ht. Louis.' 
Mark my word," continued Mr. Lao- 
don, "after Tom James has been pott- 
master sixty daya, 4 o'clock trains will 
take tbe mail over the Alton, Burling- 
ton, and Wisconain roads out of Chica- 
go. Chicago newspapers will be in Mil- 
waukee, Mendota and Bloomington at 
breakfast, and in Springfield. Rock 
Island, Peoria, Madison, »nd 
Fort 


Wayne at 10 o'clock. He is emphati- 
cally a fast mail man." 


"What family has Mr. James?1' 
"He has a wife and married daughter. 


His daughter married Mr. Charles Pear- 
sons, tbe assistant postmaster of New 
York, who will now, DO doubt, bo the 
postmaster of New York. 
He is a 


splendid executive officer,—a 
young 


man of rare ability."

Our Month!) 


We sometimes c.Ml children "little 


angels," and we are right from one 
point of view. 
Their confiding af- 


fection, their biightness and beauty, 
the light gladness they bring with 
them—all steal into our hearts like 
influences from a better world. 
If 


one of oar little ones is called to pass 
from our sight into that unseen land 
beyond the river, il seems as if some- 
thing of heaven had gone from us. 
And yet, in another aspect of the 
case, these children are far from be- 
ing angels, they are rather "earth, 
earthy " They are essentially hu- 
man. 
They are faulty, just as we 


are. They will put to proof all one's 
philosophy, all ont's firmness, all 
one's kindness. They will be 
per- 


verse, wayward, almost uncontrolla- 
ble. 
Bringing great joy with them, 


they will yet cause sorrow, care, a 
burden of anxiety. 
Using, as you 


may, tne wisest methods, it will jet 
be found that they do not become 
what you expect. 
You may indeed 


be tercpted to think that yon are 
accomplishing nothing at all. 


We oftentimes expect far too 


much of our children. 
We toiget 


how ULtramed, in the very nature 
of things, all their faculties must be 
We grow impatient because the boy 
fails, for instance, to applv himself 
to study as he ought, forgetting that 
our 
v«nry process of education 
is 


largely this—the training of the 
mind to habits of application. 
In 


short, \»e want our children perfect 
at once, forgetting how imperfect 
we ourselves are. 
We shrink from 


putting forth that constant, unwear- 
ied effort from day to day that alone 
can secure the desired end 
And 


then, because one effort or two, one 
admonition,fails to attain the result, 
oh ' ho iv impatient we are! From 
that one effort, as the result of that 
one admonition, our child ought to 
spring up into perfection of charac- 
ter, 
as Pallas sprang full armed 


from the brain of Jove. 
But this 


is simple injustice. We cannot make 
ourselves perfect with one endeavor. 
How can we, with reason, expect 
any such thing in our children "

the history of the Ohio valley.

1777, Fort Henry, which was situ- 
ated on the Ohio liver near Wheel- 
ing, and garrisoned by forty-two 
men, 
was suddenly attacked 
by 


Girty with a force of 500 Indians. 
He succeeded in ambuscading and 
slaughtering thirty of the garrison, 
leaving but twelve to defend th 
fort. 
Among the women was young 


Elizabeth Zane, a beautiful girl of 17 
The twelve soldiers, commanded by 
Colonel Shepherd, were good marks- 
men, and knowing that surrender 
meant death for their wives nut] 
children, as well as for themselves, 
they resolvid to fight to the last. Il 
was not long befoie the small '•took 
of powder in the fort was exhausted. 
In despair the Colonel called hi 
brave little baud together, and told 
them that at a house some sixty 
yardr> outside the fort, which their 
entimes had not dartd approach, 
theie was a keg of gunpowder. 
Whoever should try to bring it into 
the fort would be in peril of his life 
from the Indians. 
He called for 


voluuteei^, aid three 01 four men 
responded, but only one could be 
spared 
While tiny \veie generous- 


ly disputing among themselves for 
the perilous errand, Elizabeth Zane 
appioached the Colonel and begged 
that she might be allowed to go for 
the powder. 
Her request nas 


promptly refused, but she persisted, 
and it was finally agreed that she 
should make the first trial. 
When 


all was ready the gate opened and 
Elizabeth walked rapidly across the 
open space toward the house where 
the powder was stored. Those in 
the fort tould plainlv see that the 
eyes of the Indians were upon her, 
but either from curiosity or mercy 
they let her pass and safely enter 
the house. 
Her 
friends drew a 


breath of relief, and watching even 
more anxiously for her reappearance, 
saw her come out soon, bearing the 
powder in a tablecloth, tied around 
her waist. By this time the Indians 
suspected her burden, and in a mo- 
ment more, as she was hastening 
toward the fort, they sent after her 
a shower of bullets and arrows 
They all, however, whistled by her 
harmless, and she sped on with her 
treasure through the deadly missies, 
until at last she bore it in triumph 
inside the gat*. 
By the aid of the 


powder and the enthusiastic courage 
which Elizabeth's self-sacrifice in- 
spired, the little garrison was 
ena- 


bled to hold out until relief came to 
them. 
And so tbe noble act of a 


young girl saved the lives of all 
within the fort, and vanquished its 
500 dusky assailants. 
The Zane 


family became well known in south- 
ern Ohio, ancl gave their name to 
the beautiful city of Zaneeville.
